Don Campbell retires with memories 


DONALD Campbell 
has bowed out as 
an SA soccer re- 
feree with another 
first. 

He handled his first 
West End Premier 
Cup final in a 25-year 
career in which he has 
been referee in 
thousands of games in 
a dozen countries, 

Campbell is 50 on 
November 20 and 
under the rules of soc- 
cer’s governing body, 
FIFA has to retire. 

“It is sad that any- 
one has to be told 
when to give anything 
away and, though I 
have had a good in- 
nings, I am disappoint- 
ed for other referees 
like John Miller, Jim 
Rossis, Tony Martell 
and Bill Tattersall who 
will have to quit in the 
next few years,” said 
Campbell. 


“T would like to 
have finished next year 
and had a chance to do 
World Cup games in 
the finals in Italy. In a 
way, I feel I have let 
down SA by being a 
FIFA referee for 20 
years and not doing a 
World Cup finals 
match.”

Gardiner is resigned 
to sitting out the coming 
season even if a job 
comes up — as is likely.

“If I'm in a position 
to help another coach I 
will, but there is no way 
I'm going to undermine 
someone else.” 

Gardiner, who admits 
he is addicted to soccer, 
says he will restrict him- 
self to watching as many 
games as possble and 
helping out where he 
can. 

“Look, soccer is part 
of my Ife and I'll be 
seeing as many games as 
I can,” he told me.

Incredibly, Gardiner 
is considering his op- 
tions as a player now 
that the pressure of 
coaching an NSL outift 
is off his shoulders. 

Although currently 
with Provisional First 
Division Berwick he 
says he is considering 
moving up to a higher 
league again. 

He is, as he says, de- 
dicated to the game he 
loves. 

Just as he has re- 
mained dedicated to 
George Cross for five 
years despite the odd 
tun-in with supporters.

Previous Visits.

1925 the greatest of all efforts culminated in the 
visit of a crack English representative side, 
which did not lose a match during the tour of 
Australia. The effort of 1925 so exhausted the 
officials and the game that a halt was called, and 
no team was invited for year 1926. This year we 
are on the way to better our 1923 performance, 
for not only have we two International visitors, 
but they are playing in Australia at the same 
time. 


Czecho-Slovakia. 


The new republic of Czecho-Slovakia is made 


‘up of ancient Slav lands of Bohemia, Moravia, 


Czech, Silesia, Slovakia, and sub-Carpathian 
Ruthenia. According to the manager of the team, 
Mr Z. Prager, life in Czecho-Slovakia today is 
most orderly, and the people are very contented. 
The new State is rapidly growing owing to the 
great industry of the people, and is the most 
prosperous country in Central Europe, because 
its exports are so much in excess of its imports. 
Glass making is the largest industry, but sugar, 
machinery, textile, leather, and porcelain are 
exported in great quantities. The typical weather 
conditions of the country would not suit most 
Australians. For four months of the year it is 
snowing, for another four months it is raining. In 
the Summer football is played, Soccer being the 
national sport. The clubs in Czecho-Slovakia are 
well organised, and professionals are employed 
by the first-grade clubs.

A famous Czechoslovakian foot- 
ball club which sports a kangaroos 
as its emblem? It doesn’t seem 
right, but it is. 
_ Te all stems back to 1927, when a 
quality — but not national — team 
from the newborn republic of Czechos- 
lovakia toured Austr: 
‘One of the strangest features from the 
Australian viewpoint was that the Aus- 
tralian Soccer Football Association 
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authorities of the day were considering 
entering in the Olympic Games.

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“The individual 
clubs who wish to do 
so would be permitted 
to play in their own 
right in a winter com- 
petition, which would 
not clash with the sum- 
‘mer series.” 

Just as the present 
Mark 1 summer NSL 
will strike problems, so 
will Mark 2. 

A lot would depend 
on the degree of man- 
agement and market- 
ing expertise which is 
assembled, which in 
turn would enable the 
revamped NSL to tap 
into a not dissimilar 
kind of sentiment to 
that which brought 
43,500 spectators into 
the Sydney Football 
Stadium for the Aus- 
tralia-Israel World 
Cup tie on April 16. 

Many clubs — as 
well as Australian Soc- 
cer Federation and 
National Soccer 
League officials — are 
taking the proposed 
upmarket move very 
seriously. 

They are at last fac- 
ing up to the problems 
that Australian Soccer 
Weekly and others 
have pointed to for 
years. 

The day when Aus- 
tralia’s best attended 
club draws less than 
4,500 spectators per 
home match should 
become part of the 
buried history of the 
game. 

There are many 
yatiations on the com- 
bined club theme. 

Some believe that, 
for all the difficulties 
involved, a clean start 
with 12 franchised 
clubs should be made. 


ASW columnist 
Frank Scicluna (see 
Page 9), argues that 
combining clubs is just 
another dose of de- 
Speration stakes. 


In effect, he would 
send all NSL clubs 
packing back to their 
state federations, mak- 
ing the new franchised 
clubs completely geog- 
raphically sited and 
community based. 


Says Scicluna: 
“There is no other 
alternative.” 


Reverting to 1989, 
there are current NSL 
clubs which will cer- 
tainly be struggling to 
overcome various de- 
ficits in the season 
which is about to kick 
off.

Darko Pokas stands up 
for his playing record

THE last three weeks have been a misery for 
Inter Monaro goalkeeper Darko Pokas. 


“People who don’t 
know me have been 
calling me a brute, a 
criminal — it’s been 
affecting my game and 
my personal life,” he 
told me. 

So much so that after 
careful thought he has 
decided to make public 
his version of the events 
during and after the 
NSW State League 
game at Newcastle back 


on 
‘August 27 which led to 
him being interviewed 
by police after an 
alleged assault on a 
home team official, 

“The problem lies 
with the publicity that 
was given to a statement 
from Newcastle that I 
was a volatile player, 
while there have been 
references on television 
to a ‘king hit’, he said. 

“People who know 
me and see me play in 
the Monaro team know 
that is not true, but I am 
having the finger 
pointed at me when we 
visit other teams in the 
league. 

“I can tell you my 
disciplinary record since 
1 began playing senior 
soccer in 1979: two 
send-off offences — and 
I was later cleared of 
‘one — and a caution. 

“And the other send- 
off was for foul lan- 
guage. I might play the 
game hard, but I am not 
a violent person by 


He said that from the 
kick-off of the match 
against Newcastle, he 
had been barracked by a 
section of the crowd be- 
hind the goal. 

“Tt wasn't too bad at 
first, but they kept it up 
and I suppose it started 
to get to me and I had 
lapses in concentration. 

“T tried to get some- 
thing done about it at 
half time, but neither 
the Newcastle officials 
nor the referee seemed 
interested in doing any- 
thing about it. 


“The crowd followed 
me to the other end of 
the pitch at half time. 
They were drinking 
beer and the taunts be- 
gan to get really offen- 
sive — disgusting re- 
marks about my family. 

“I know I shouldn't 
have reacted but I did 
and it only made them 
worse. 

“They began to 
threaten me and say 
they would see me after- 
wards, and this was in 
my mind when the game 
ended. 

“T was walking off the 
field when I saw people 
jumping over the fence 
and running in my direc- 
tion. After what had 
happened and what had 
been said, I felt I was in 
real danger of being 
attacked.”” 

Pokas said he did not 
want to go into details 
of the incident which 
followed in case it pre- 
judiced any possible le- 
gal action. 

“But 1 will say I 
finished up taking a 
blow on the side of the 
head from someone and 
it’s been giving me trou-. 
ble ever since. 

“If you ask me who 
was most to blame my 
opinion is the. referee 
for not getting those 
spectators removed ear- 
ly on, and the Newcastle 
club for not having 
proper two-metre 
fences around the 
ground like we have at 
Monaro.” 

At 28, the former 
Melbourne Croatia NSL 
player bélieves he still 
has a few years of soccer 
ahead of him — “and 
it's very important to 
me because I’m not 
working at the moment 
and my only income is 
from the game. 

“I'm a professional 
and my livelihood could 
be affected by this. 

“No-one wants a 
player with this kind of 
thing thing over him.”

command. 

‘The ASF is planning 
an under 23 national 
team away tour for 
July 1990, with Olym- 
pic Games prepara- 
tions in view. 

The Australian 
Olympic Federation is 
expected to assist with 
the funding. 

The commissioners 
decided that the 
second ‘summer’ NSL 
season will commence 
in October 1990 and 
run to March 1991, 
after which the grand 
final series will be 
played.

When Klemperer took over at the then Canberra 
City, he wasted no time in bringing the youngster to 
the club and Van Der Plaat responded with a goal- 
rush as it pushed: for promotion to the ACT first 
division. 

He entered the top flight at the beginning of this 
season following City’s amalgamation with Concor- 
dia Canberra and hit nine goals as the club gained 
the top four at its first attempt and then scored an 
historic Ampol Cup final victory over Canberra 
Croatia. 

Van Der Plaat said he went up through the ranks 
of school and junior soccer in Cooma, finally mak- 
ing the Cooma United first team. 

“My friend, Nick Tonini, began playing in Can- 
berra a year before me and then I decided to come, 
first at ANU and then with Canberra City,” he said. 

He paid tribute to Klemperer as the biggest influ- 
ence on his soccer career, ‘‘skill-wise, in fact, every- 
thing”. 

‘And the 20-year-old made no secret of his ambi- 
tions. “I'd like to have a go in Sydney or even 
overseas where I have a fair number of contacts. 

“But at the moment I'm feeling like having 
another year with Canberra City Concordia and 
seeing how things develop.” 

One of the most travelled players in the ACT 
competition, he has no regrets about the petrol 
consumed on his continual trips between Cooma 
and Canberra for training and matches. 

“The journey seems to be getting easier. I think I 
could do it with my eyes closed."” 

‘And it would be a safe bet that the events of the 
presentation night made the effort seem even more 
worthwhile.
